reaſons which oblig'd him to conceal *em 
from Madam 4'Olonne cominuing ſtill, 
| he was as reſery'd to her, and ſhe ex- 


plain'd his lence to his advantage. 
The Marqueſs de Beavron, who viſited 
her for no other reaſon but to diſcoyer 
ber mind, found her very reſerv'd upon * 
that point, for ſhe had confider?d ſhe 
was cblig*d to put him off, ſhould ſhe 
ſeem .to be perſwaded that he was a:

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ſelf more. amiable, he dreſs'd himſelf 
as clean and decently as he could ; 
which together with ihe diligence he 
ſhew'd towards her,made.the Mareſ hal- 
les ſoon believe that all ihe thought 
of hinr was true. In fice, the oppor- 
tunity he had t& ſee her d-eſs and- un» 
dreſs her ſelf, in which ſhe more wil- 
lingly employ?d him than others, made 
-| him fall fo deeply in love with her, 
that/it was eaſie to perceive, that Love 
Is- not always the Effect of Deſtiny. 
The Mareſchalleſs was ſenſible thoſe 

aſliduous Services he render*d her, pro-. « 
ceeded from a more noble cauſe than + 
that which generally influences Ser- 
vants. And as ſhe confirm'd. her ſelf 
' More every day in the Opinion ſhe had 
conceiv*d that he was not of an obſcure 
Birth,, ſhe was not ungrateful to the 
ſecret teſtimonies he gave her of his 
Paſlion.

She was every day confirm'd 
in-this opinion by the different advice 
ſhe had from- the Spys ſhe had engag'd 
to "that - purpoſe, and believing it 
now as an Artlcle o$ Faith, ſhe no 
ſooner underſtcod that theMareſchal was 
co return from the Army, when ſhe 
made uſe of an unknown hand to ac- 
quaint him with this diſagreeable news.
